CniOAqb, Doc. 21. — A sensational obstaclo 
was raised to-day by tho defence at tho trial 
uf Dame! Coughlin, which -may keep the 
testimony of twenty important witnesses 
for tho proseontion from reaching the cars 
of tho jury. The taking of testimony 
oame suddenly to a standstill, the witness 
whose story was objected to receiving 
orders to step down. Tho jury re- 
tired, and during tho argument the 
judgo instructed tho bailiffs to take 
tho jury back to tho hotel for the 
night. The judgo was so impressed with 
the importance of the question that he ad- 
journed tho court without finally ruling 
uiion it, although his previous remarks indi- 
cated a leaning toward the defendant. Mrs. 
Herman: 1 , a milliner, living opposite tho 
Windsor block, whero Dr. Dronin resided, 
was called to testify to a conversation at the 
Conklin home, May , r >, with Patrick O'Sulli- 
van, in which the dead conspirator- said 
something about Dr. Cronin being a spy 
and about the professional contract with the 
doctor. 

Tho defendant's lawyer interposed an ob- 
jection, and Judgo Tuthill over-ruled it 
without further coremony. Both lawyers 
protested, saying they had something to say 
and a few authorities to cite. Tho jurors 
left their Beats, and tho legal battle began. 
Tho substanoo of the objection was that tho 
proposed evidence was not admissil>lo, bo- 
cause O'Sullivan was not on trial, and 
it relatod to a conversation on May 5, that 
tho conspiracy had been consummated after 
tho ulloged murder had been committed, 
and the rule of tho lnw was that the lan- 
guage, acts or conduct of one conspirator, 
after the conspiracy had como to un end, 
could not bo admitted as evidence against a 
co-conspirator on trial. 

In arguing against tho position taken by 
the defenco, Attorney Bottome contended 
that tho Stato was compelled to prove that 
at least one of tho persona chargod in tho 
indictment was guilty in addition to Cough- 
lin before a conspiracy could bo proved. 
The State proposed to go ahead and try tho 
head men as well as tho living conspirator 
beforo tho bar in order to prove a con- 
apirocy. Mr. Bottome laid great stress 
on tho fact that Judgo Cooloy, of 
Michigan, had ruled in a similar case in 
favor of his contention. 

Attorney Donahue cast reflections on tho 
decision of tho distinguished Michigan jur- 
ist, and was sharply criticised by Attorney 
Bottome. 

.Ju<if_- ^'uthill attached so much impor- 
tance to the caso cited that he read it in full 
and diacusbed both sides of tho question 
fully with the lawyers. Then he reserved 
his decision until to-morrow. 

There was another sensation in tho day's 
proceedings when Attorney Bottome unex- 
pectedly called the name of Mrs. Foy us a 
witness. Before Mrs. Foy had time to 
roach tho witness's chair from the rear of the 
judge's seat, the defendant's lawyers pro- 
tested against Mrs. Foy telling her story, 
because they had received no notice of such 
intention to call her this ufternoon, and they 
were not prepared to arguo tho ijueution of 
admitting her testimony. 

Attorney Scanlan told the court after tho 
jury had retired that Mrs. Foy was in 
danger of breaking down physically and 
mentally and he wanted to wash his hands 
of all responsibility for her appearance in 
court at any other time. She had been 
threatened by tho emissaries of tho con- 
spirators. She hud been harrassed, fright- 
ened and intimidated at her house and had 
sat up all l ist night so as to be here to-day. 
She was afraid to go to sleep. 

.Judge Tuthill said he would order ollicers 
to guard her during tho nsght and seo that 
she was not molested. He had a talk with 
her in his chamber, and announced that she 
could bo called to-morrow, Polico ollicers 
will be on duty all night. 

"Cronin!" called out Mr. Bottome, tho 
public prosecutor, after the otlieial stenogra- 
pher had read tho previous testimony of the 
late Michael Hies, the laborer who found the 
personal effects of the murdered man in the 
sewer. There were traces of excitement 
among tho audience and all eyea were turned 
on Arnold, a gray-haired man, as he emerged 
from the judge's chamber and walked lie- 
hind the bench to the witness chair. Ho 
was brother and only relative of 
the murdered doctor who has ap- 
peared in connection with tho famous 
conspiracy, and came from Kansas to testify 
briefly in identification. He told tho court 
and jury that ho was 64 years old and lived 
in Jackson County, Kansas, whero ho re- 
sided at, the time his brother was murdered. 
They last mot alive at Carlinvillo, Ills., 
eight years ago. The doctor was living in 
St. Louis then. 



FROM NEW ZEALAND. 

General Elections— Women Vote for the First 
Time— New Steamship Line to 
San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Dec 21. — The MaripoBo 
brought very littlo general nows from 
Australia or New Zealand and Samoa. 

There Iuib been a goneral election in New 
Zealand, and the ( lovernment was restored 
by a handsome majority. It was the first 
election since women's suffrage became law, 
and ladies were conspicuous at all tho polling 
places. Nearly 5,000 women voted in tho 
North Island alone. 

Steamers of tho Messageriea Maritime 
company will probably soon bo coming to 
San Francisco. At present the vessels of 
that lino run between Sydney ^nd Mar- 
seilles. 

When the Mariposa was at- Sydney, 
Com to Douvillo Maillofeu, was at; Brisbane 
arranging for a line of steamers to run be- 
tween Brisbane and San F'raneisco, calling 
at Fiji, Hawaii and New Caledonia. If this 
line is put in operation, there will then bo 
three lines of steamers between tho Pacific 
Coast' and Australia.

BRAZILIAN CONCERNS. 

The Commander of the Nietheroy Super- 
seded— Disturbance on Hoard. 

New YORK, Doc. 21. —A Herald's dis- 
patch from Montevideo Bays: A corres- 
pondent at Rio sonds word that tho com- 
mander of tho British squadron has received 
express orders from London to protect 
British interests in Brazil and disregard the 
blockade of the port threatened by tho rebel 
fleot. Tho Brazilian Government lits offi- 
cially designated a now landing pU.-.e lur 
foreign vessels, called Plaza Harmonia, 

PERNAMBUCO, Deo. 21. — Captain Baker, 
who left ISew York in command of the now 
Brazilian steamer Nietheroy, has been super- 
seded by Captain Alvaro Nunez, formerly 
commander of the Brazilian warship Ro- 
publica. The change is not well received 
by tho Americans on board, but it is be- 
lieved most of tho expert men, especially 
the rapid-fire gunners, will continue in the 
service. Late to-day Captain Nunez shipped 
sixty now men and sent sevoral of tho 
Now York crow ashore. Tho rest of tho 
seamen shipped at New York wero com- 
pelled to sail in spito of protests uud 
the striko for higher wages. Thore was 
serious disturbance on board tho Nietheroy. 
Sevoral men who desired to leave tho ship 
engaged in a struggle with the remainder of 
tho crew, und a number were finally cluppod 
in irons and confined below decks. Tho As 
sooiated Press correspondent on board the 
Nietheroy has learned that her consort, tho 
America, has arrived at Maranhao and is ex- 
pected hero to-day or to-morrow, when both 
vessels will probably sail southwards, 

BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 

Serious Charges Made Against Members of 
the British House of Commons. 

London, Dec. 21. — George C. Hartley, 
Conservative, called tho attention of tho 
House of Commons to-day to a public speech 
mado by Edmund F. Knox, anti-Parnollite, 
to tho offoct that shares of the British South 
Africa Company hud been given to a num- 
ber of members of tho Houso of Commons 
for the purpose of influencing them to sup- 
port the compuny. 

Mr. Knox denied that he had said the 
shares bad been given to members for cor- 
rupt purposes. It was an ordinary commer- 
cial transaction. If anything ho had said 
impliod that members had been bought he 
withdrew tho remarks and apologized for 
them. 

Mr. Bartley was not satisfied with the 
apology. Ho said it did not go far enough, 
and tho matter ought to be dealt with as a 
breach of privilcgo. 

Mr. Gladstone held that tho matter 
should not be mado tho subject of a motion 
declaring it to be a breach of privilege. Ho 
said further that Mr. Knox had absolutely 
withdrawn tho statement. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Opposition in 
the House, suggested that Mr. Knox ought 
to bo asked to specifically withdraw tho 
statement that "Sevoral members of tho 
House had been allotted shareB, £3 hoing 
payablo on the allotment, which thoy could 
sell next, day for £'■!." 

Mr. Knox said ho declined to withdraw 
what ho knew to bo fact. He only with- 
drew the inferenco that members had been 
influenced in their public conduct by re- 
ceiving shares. 

Mr. Balfour then said that this was tho 
mostseriousacctiBation that had beenbrought 
against the House during tho whole of his 
Parliamentary experience. Ho recommended 
that Mr. Knox's apology bo accepted ; but 
moved that tho statement be placed upon 
the records that the words wore a breach of 
privilege. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, said he doubted if any- 
thing could be gained by adopting the 
motion. 

The motion was negatived without divis- 
ion.

FROM M AT ABELBL AND. 

Latest Advices From a Scout Who Was Pre- 
sent at the bast Fight. 

London, Deo. 21. — Tho Times published 
this morning a four column story of tho 
Matabele campaign, written by Gerald 
Paget, a scout who served with Capt. Will- 
iams and tho Ifah, in the forces of the Char- 
tered Company. Ho left Buluwayo on 
November 13, After narrating with 
great minuteness tho events already 
published, Paget tells of Capt. Williams 
death, which occurred while tho scout was 
on tho sick list. Ho says : On the evening 
of October 26, Ifah and the other scouts 
galloped into camp. They wero being pur- 
sued by the Insukimini regiment, who sur- 
prised them, burning the kraal. They had 
to gallop for life. All returned except tho 
captain, whoso horso bolted down 
the natives' lino. Tho captain es- 
caped but met another party. Great 
efforts were made to find Williams or learn 
of his fate, Paget sayB, but not until days 
later was the truth ascertained. Wounded 
Matabele who wero brought in relato that 
the captain's horso Rallopped until it 
was dead beat. The captain then 
dismounted and ran ahead into the 
open field. Then he stopped and waved 
his hat at his pursuers, inviting them to 
come on. Ho emptied his repeater, killing 
two Matabele, and then used hia rovolver 
until he was shot in tho forehead. The 

ptain Williams roferred to was Captain 
Gwynvod Williams, whose death was re- 
ported two daya ago. Ho was leading a 
pursuing column northward from Buluwayo, 
when tho fight mentioned by Paget took 
placo. 



AGAINST DYNAMITERS. 
Latest Legislation In Germany und France. 

BERLIN, Dee. 21, — Tho now anti-Anarch- 
ist law provides imprisonment and penal 
servitude for people who incito others to 
use explosives. Persons found in possession 
of chemicals for ubo in explosives for ovil 
purposes are liable to fifteen years' im- 
prisonment, and porsons causing explosions 
from ten years to penal servitude for life. 

Pauls, Dec. '21.— Tho Senate has adopted 
tho explosives and association bill.

— A telegram has been 
received at tho Department of Trade and 
Commerce from Sir Thomas Mcllwraith, of 
Queensland, stating that on account of tho 
ilh.ess of his wife, who is ut present with 
him in Japan, his arrival in Canada will ho 
delayed for three or four weeks. Sir Thomas 
comes to arrange tho details of the Inter- 
colonial conference 

Tho Inland revenue accrued during 
November shows an increase of $90,000. 

Direct trade between Canada and tho 
West Indies is showing a most gratifying 
development. The last steamer dispatched 
from Halifax had included in her cargo 
3,000 barrels of Canadian flour. 

Under the draft regulations, sent to 
British Columbia to obtain the viowa of the 
canners, there is no limit to the total num- 
ber of licenses that may be issued. Each 
bona fide fisherman who is a British sub- 
ject is entitled to one, and tho coot is re- 
duced from $20 to $10, Kach cannery is 
entitled to twenty fishing licenses. For the 
rest it will bavo to employ or buy salmon 
from fishermen who have licenses of their 
own. Settlers who want to net salmon for 
family uso can get a domestic license for $2 
a year. 

The Capitul Lacrosso club to-night pre- 
sented a magnificent championship trophy 
to Sir A. P. Caron, honorary president of 
the club, in recognition of his efforts to pro- 
mote lacrosso. Sir Adolpho made an ap- 
propriate reply, and afterwards entertained 
tho boys in his usual hospitable manner.

Late 
on Saturday last, Bruneau, a half-breed, 
killed an Indian named Snake Child. Tho 
murder was known on Sunday. On Mon- 
day a coroner's inquest was held, and on 
Tuesday the preliminary examination took 
place. To-day the prisoner was tried bo- 
foro Judge Rouleau, and, pleading guilty to 
the chargo of manslaughter, was sentenced 
to ten years in the Stony Mountain peni- 
tentiary, and is now on the road there.

Honolulu Greatly Excited on the 
Arrival of the Steamer 
Mariposa. 



San Francisco, Dec 21. — The arrival of 
the Corwin on the morning of tho Uth iust 
at Honolulu, according to interviews with 
passengers on lioard the Mariposa, occa 
stoned considerable excitement. Rumors us 
to the purport of her mission were freely 
circulated, and speculation was rifo us to 
tho instructions to Minister Willis. Tho 
supporters of the Queen confidently con 
tended that President Cleveland had finally 
decided upon an aggressive move which woidd 
speedily result in the restoration of tho 
monarchy. Tho adherents of tho Pro- 
visional Government, on the other hand, 
confident in their ability to maintain their 
ascendancy, waited patiently for definite in- 
formation. All attempts) to obtain posses- 
sion of San Francisco papers were un- 
successful, and tho otlicers of the 
revenue cutter refused to impart any 
information us to tho status of tho Hawaiian 
controversy when they sailed from port. 
The excitement increased as it became 
known that tho Mariposa would be detain- 
ed, pending the completion of advices for 
Washington. As it was the steamer was 
detained live hours until the bulky corres- 
pondence for President Cleveland hud been 
Bent aboard. 

Nicholas Wolf, of Chicago, in an inter- 
view with the United Press representative, 
Boid that be had visited the Provisional 
Government's defences and characterized 
them as effective for offensive or defensive 
tactics. Tho barricading of the Govern- 
ment building is being continued with unin- 
terrupted activity. One hundred and lifty 
picked Provisional troops slept on thoir 
arms. Arrangements have been to 
perfectly made and such thorough 
discipline is enforced that on tho 
slightest movement ou tho part of 
Royalists or their sympathisers fully fifteen 
hundred men, thoroughly equipped, could 
be called into the lield in ten minutes. 
Around the palace two heavy Krupp guns, 
placed by the late King Kulakuuu, and two 
Gulling guns have been stationed in addi- 
tion to nineteen smaller pieces. 

When the Mariposa sailed detachments of 
the Provisional Government's soldiers were 
digging rille pits. The principal parts of 
Liliuokalani's regalia havo been stripped 
and relegated to the Government museum. 
All the monarch ial decorations of the throne 
room, also in and about tho palace, includ- 
ing the throne itself, have been dismounted, 
in fact everything pertaining to the insignia 
of royalty has been taken down. 

The feeling of the adherents of tho Pro- 
visional Government is one of positive de- 
termination, so much so as to bo generally 
accepted as a conclusive sign that the mon- 
archy in Hawaii is a thing of the past. 

E. A. Williams, of this city, who has been 
on a visit to the Islands, said there was a 
a great though unostentatious excitement 
at Honolulu on the arrival of tho Corwin. 
In view of the many conflicting rumors of 
the general feeling and of the uncertainty as 
to how fur President Cleveland would curry 
out his policy of restoring the Queen, tho 
incitement among both parties was intense. 
Tho Provincial Government, ho Huid, was 
eanguine of its ability to resist the Queen's 
forcible restoration and was fully deter- 
mined to meet foreo by force. It was goner 
t rally understood by all the parties that tho 
Corwin'a mission was to briug special in 
etruotions to Minister Willis. 

The nuture of theso instructions was un- 
officially known during the afternoon of the 
day she arrived. Their purp >rt was under- 
stood to mean that it was impossible to 
resort to force in the attempt to pluce the 
Queen on the throne. The Provisional Gov- 
ernment and its supporters were not at all 
surprised by this turn of affairs, as they all 
along contended that the employment of 
force was ultogether out of the question un- 
less sanctioned by Congress. The present 
situation was uccepted as a matter of fact. 
The possibility of murines from U. S. ships 
being called in hus never had any disturbing 
inllueneo upon tho Provisional Government. 
There were some rumors of disaffection 
among tho marines, and, in fact, it was 
suggested that in the event of mutters 
reaching a crisis this disaffection might be 
found to umount to insubordination. 

la conclusion, Mr. Williams said that 
anyone having any interest on tho Island 
would benefit by the continuance of the 
present Government in powor is apparent 
and conclusive. Tho return of tho Queen, 
he said, was absolutely impossible without 
the employment of forco, and a strong force 
ut that, too. 

The policy of tho Government so far as 
they adopt any, is that the administration 
intend Mr. Willis to do all ho can to restoro 
the Queen without using uotuul force ; but 
that for the uee of force Congress will be 
asked the necessary power. 

In executive session at two p.m. to-day, 
President Dole stated that Minister Willis 
had persistently declined to impart to this 
Government any knowledge whatever of his 
instructions, and that their ignorance was 
complete us far as any knowledge derived 
from him was concerned. The Government 
las framed un ultimatum, in which it 
declined to negotiate for the restoration 
of tho crown and declares that it will resist 
with military force any endeavor or attempt 
to overthrow the Provisional Government. 
This ultimatum was held ready to be sent to 
Minister Willis, should ho enter upon the 
fulfilment of hid instructions. 

Chief Justice Judd makes public his do- 
nial of tho ex Queen's published statement 
to Minister Blount that ho expressed assent 
to her observation that t he " present consti- 
tution is full of defects." 

By sailing vessel, Washington dates to 
tho 27th ult. were received with Liluoka- 
laui's statement to Mr. Blount. The Ameri- 
cans laid hold of this document and toro it 
to pieces with eager relish, treating it as a 
complete disclosure of her own case and of 
her own cabinet. Tho Royalist papors 
have treated it very gingerly. Glaus 
Spreckels' libel suit against Editor 
Smith was thrown out of court yesterday. 
Smith will immediately bring suit against 
Claus Spreckels for $50,000 damages.

WOKK DONE ABROAD. 

Idlo Labor Charges tho Government With 
Having Its Work Done 
Abroad. 

London, Dec. 21, — At a meeting of tho 
unemployed at Tower Hill yesterday, Will- 
iams, ono of tho leaders of tho idlo working- 
men, announced that u society was being 
formed in ordor to prevent an evasion of 
the Merchandise Marks act by foreign man- 
ufacturers. Tho society would also carry 
out an invitation tu induce thu publiu to 
refuse to purchase any urticles 
made abroad. Ho added that a com- 
niitteo which would bo composed of 
workingmen, would be appointed to ap- 
proach the Government and the local author- 
ities with reference to articles made abroad 
and paid for by tho British taxpayer. He 
alleged that tho boilers of British gunboats 
were made in France, and also that an order 
for 200,000 swords and bayonets had been 
placed in Germany. Williams further de- 
clared that the General Post Office had given 
an order to Siemens of Berlin to lay a new 
cable from Liverpool to New York at a ooat 
of £2,000,000. The London School Board, 
he said, had its printing done abroad. 

SAM0AN ADVICES. 

Measles Practically tit an End In Samoa— 
Kcslgimtion of the Secretary 
of .State. 

Sas* Francisco, Dec. 21. — Advices from 
Samoa by tho Mariposa stato that the 
measles epidemic is practically at un end. 
It, however, wrought considerable harm 
and proved very fatal. The death roll 
throughout tho Islands is expected to reach 
fully one thousand. 

Thomas May ben, wiio has for some time 
past acted us Secretary of Stato to tho 
Samoan Government, has resigned his posi- 
tion. There was great friction between him 
and tho consuls (who have been acting ub 
advisers to the King) which culminated in 
the Samoans, who desired to conciliate the 
consuls, asking Mayben to resign.

Thomas York, one of the earliest pioneers 
of the Province, and as well known as any 
man in the country between Victoria and 
Cariboo, died ut his home, Upper Sumus, 
yesterday morning, uged 7S years. Influenza 
was the immediate cause of death. Thomas 
York was one of tho coal miners who came 
out from Brierly Hill, Staffordshire, Eng- 
lund, under the Hudson Bay Co. in 1854. 
He first worked ut the Nanaimo coal mines, 
and subsequently at the Whatcom mines. 
In tho gold excitement of ISfiS he wus ono 
of the first party to locate ut Vale, and suc- 
cessfully mined near there for a few months. 
During tho full of 1S.">S he entered into the 
hotel business ut Yale, and was ono of the 
first hotel proprietors of the town. It was 
a memorable hostelry to the men of the 
early mining days of Cariboo. He success- 
fully carried on business for a period of ten 
years. Leaving tho town in LSliS, ho located 
land on Sumus prairie. He was at one time 
a partner of O. L. Romano, who ran a ferry 
ucross tho Eraser at the point where Alex- 
andria bridge now stands, ferrying all 
tho freight ucross for tho miners located on 
tho Fruscr. Mr. York's son, Fruaer, was 
tho first white child born in Yule, und was 
named after tho river.

Seizure oi' the '•Haytiau Republic" 
Set Aside— Small Iron Hall 
Dividend. 



Resolution of Thanks Passed to Ex 
Grand Master Workman 
Powderly. 



Tlio Ilaydan Republic. 

San Francisco, Doc. 21.— The caso of the 
United States vs. the steamer Muytian Re- 
public baa been deoided in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The steamer 
was seized in Seattie. Her owners gave 
biil and she was released. When the Hay- 
tian Republic! reached Portland she was 
seized again on a charge of being a 
smuggler and having illegally landed 
Chinese and opium in Oregon. The judge 
of the Circuit court of Oregon held that the 
ship, having been seized by the United 
States as a smuggler in Washington, could 
not be seized again on a similar charge in 
Oregon. The Court of Appeals upheld the 
lower oourfc. 

Another Lehigh strike. 

AUBURN, N.Y., Dec. 21. — There aro 
mutteringa of another etriko among the 
Lehigh men on thi3 division. They aro dis- 
satisfied with their treatment since the 
strike and say there will bo a monster meet- 
ing of organized labor at Syracuse and other 
points to discuss the situation. In case of 
another atriko it is claimed tho Now York 
Central employes will go out with them. 
Tiie Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen predicts a mighty revolution 
in labor circles if another strike bo deter- 
mined upon. 

A Sew Counterfeit. 

NEW York, Dec. 21.— The New York 
authorities have so far failed to get any 
tracea of the individual or individuals re- 
sponsible for tho circulation of the new note. 
A description of the countorfe.it note haa 
been Rent to treasury agents throughout the 
country, with instructions to communicate 
with tho banks, and advise the department 
in the case of any of tho spurious green- 
backs turning up. Tho counterfeit is a 
dangerous one, being a production of tho 
photo-pen-and-ink process, and has excellent 
imitations of tho signatures of VV. S. Rose- 
crans, registrar of tho treasury, and J. M. 
Huston, treasurer of the United States. 

Iron Hall Dividend. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Deo. '21. — The cer- 
tificate holders of the Iron Hall will get a 
few dollars out of that concern in time for 
Christmas uses. To morrow Receiver Pailey, 
under tho recent order of Judge Winter, 
will commence to pay a 10 per cent, divi- 
dend to all certificate holders of tho order 
who have filed and proved their claimo. 
This, however, does not include the warrant 
holders or tho holders of matured certifi- 
cates at tho time the receiver was appointed. 
The amount to bo distributed will bo in tho 
neighborhood of halt a million dollars. 

Thanhs to Powderly. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 21.— The resolutions 
of thanks to Mr. Powderly which wore 
adopted after the acceptance of his resigna- 
tion by tho recent convention of tho Knights 
of Labor aro boing haudsomely engrossed, 
and after being enclosed in a massive frame 
will bo forwarded to his home at Scranton. 
There is a suspicion of something cynical in 
the fact that under tho resolution of tho 
convention there will bo attached to the 
parchment tho signatures of two ollicers of 
the convention who were his most bitter 
opponents, and who led the tight upon him 
that resulted in hi3 retirement to private 
life.

TIN PLATE WORKERS. 

Position of American and Ilritisu Operatives 
Contrasted. 

London, Deo. 21.— The Western Daily 
Mail of Cardiff, the leading daily paper of 
Wales, makes an editorial attack upon J. 
H. Rogers, managing director of E. More- 
wood & Co., tho largest house in the tinplalo 
trade, growing out of a speech ho made at 
Marion, Ind., a few weeks ago. In his 
speech ho said ho waa paying his workmen 
three tiniea aa much as ho paid in Wales, 
and us long aa the tarilf on tinplato re- 
mained ho expected to continue paying tho 
same wages. If tho tariff wero abolished he 
could not pay wages any higher than was 
paid in Wales. He added that ho was sur- 
prised to loarn that many workmen owned 
their own houses, as such a thing was un- 
known in Wales. The Western Mail Hays 
that as Mr. Rogers was a truth-loving gen- 
tlemen ho could not have made such a state- 
ment, for Bcorea of his own workmen at 
Llanely and Cwmbwria owned the houses 
they occupied. However, if tho workman 
employed in tin-making in Indiana received 
three times the wages paid in Wales, the 
fact that Welsh tin-platers are trooping 
hack from the United States suggests that 
if tho wages are higher tho work at all 
events is more scarce, as men do not usually 
llee from big wages.

PLAYING MARTYR. 

At intervals the Times ami Columbian re- 
turn to what they are pleased to regard as 
the " celebrated Kennedy case." Of lute 
thore have been several " Kennedy " cases of 
more or less notorioty, but the ono to which 
we have special reference has a political 
flavor and the lire of newspaper indignation 
always smouldering in tho breasts of its 
doughty heroes, iB rekindled from time to 
timo by developments in tho Kllis or somo 
other modern instance Notwithstanding 
that tho only feature in common to the 
Kennedy and Maritime Province cases is 
that of " contempt," the Columbian strug- 
gles hard to bo catalogued among tho 
martyrs in tho cause of the liborty of tho 
press and its contentions aro invari- 
ably upheld by tho Times. In tho 
one instance wo see exhibited the 
morbid desiro to bo exposed to the 
fierce light which beats on a throne 
of martyrdom — the love of glorifica- 
tion and the self-satisfied fooling of being 
hold up as a hero, and in tho other tho 
equally worthy object of " slaying " tho 
Government, Tho pious rolling of tho 
editorial eye and the unctuous, rhetorical 
r landing of great moral sentences are per- 
formed with rare artistic effect. The drag- 
ging of tho "hunted journalists " beforo an 
"unconstitutional" and " arbitrary " tri- 
bunal has been graphically commented 
upon in all tho minuteness of detail, and 
we have not failed to observe in these 
Juuius-liko utterances all the ear-marks of a 
highly dramatic, though somewhat familiar 
and stereotyped style of letters. 

Just now, however, the principal griev- 
ance of these writers seems to be that tho 
Government did not follow up tho " perse- 
cution " by prolonged litigious proceedings, 
by fines, imprisonments and other civilized 
tortures, so that the name of Kennedy in 
history would exudo a halo not less luminous 
than surrounds that of Wilkes— so that tho 
people of this Province as a whole might 
become truly indignant and sympathetic, 
and so that tho city of Westminster 
and other cities might vote them 
their freedom, present them with flittering 
addressee (accompanied by trilling tokens of 
esteem), and oiler to elect them to Parlia- 
ment. Under such circumstances it is not 
to be wondered at that tho Government has 
becomo liable to the severe censures for fail- 
ing to all'ord these gentlemen such a delight- 
ful opportunity to, like Byron, wake up 
some morning famous. It may be possible 
that in a life timo of journalistic labor and 
zeal this wa9 the ono chance of obtaining 
distinction, because to most men ,the 
avenues to famo aro rarely left open, and 
because tho days of martyrs like those of 
miracles arc pretty well passed away. 

This neglect on the part of tho Govern- 
ment is all the more regrettablo from tho 
fact that the efforts at martyrdom by tho 
Columbian, though all but frantic at times, 
have not been attended by that degree of 
success which usually accompanies bo mue 
earnestness and determination. Tho people 
of British Columbia as a rule aro so callous 
to political sullorers from actsof Belf-imposed 
sacrifice, and so obtuso in their under- 
standing of voluntary martyrdom that 
there has boon, so to speak, no spon- 
taneous outburst of fooling in 
sponso to tho very fervid representations 
of injustice. Much beautiful and 
pathetic indignation has thus boon wasted 
on what wo hesitate to term the "ears of 
groundlings." Had the authorities only 
persisted a little more, gagged and bound 
the Kennodys, cast thorn into prison, fed 
them on bread and water, refused them a 
trial, suspondod tho habeas corpus, and pro 
claimod tho cuuntry tributary to tho Col 
umbian under martial law, then tho Provinco 
might have roused from Kb apathy and in 
difference and dono something handsome for 
tho prisoners. As it was, they wero only 
asked to appear boforo tho bar of the Ifouso, 
which, after hiding for tho space of several 
days, they foolishly did. It is truo tho Col- 
umbian made accusations seriously reflecting 
on tho honor and integrity of tho members 
of tho Privato Bills Committee, which the 



whole House, tho member for New West- 
minster excepted, condemned ; it is truo 
that subsequently the Columbian explained 
that tho language complained of did not 
have the meaning it obviously conveyed, 
thus acknowledging the urticle libellous, for 
which it never expressed a regret or at- 
tempted a justification ; it is truo that Dr. 
Milne, cno of tho three members of tho 
particular ring of Opposition ot which tho 
Times is tho mouthpiece, was among the 
moot outspoken in denouncing tho libellous 
editorial ; it is truo that whon called 
for tho Kennedys ran off and bid 
somewhere and afterwards came out 
of a temporary and undignified se- 
clusion and did as they wero told, not 
withstanding that thoy disputed their own 
right to do bo; it is truo that the action of 
the Legislature was upheld by the opinion 
of bo distinguished a constitutional author- 
ity as Dr. Bourinot; and it is also true that 
the Columbian did not pursue an honorable 
courBO towards tho members whom 
it maligned, or act consistently with 
itself; but those are merely incidental 
issues, and in no way rolated to what was in 
view — -tho noblo object of martyrdom; they 
aro, too, entirely foreign to what tho Times 
is ambitious for — the Governmental scalp — 
two things which all right-minded and 
patriotic persons must regard as infinitely 
paramount in interest and importance to 
tho ordinary humdrum connected with the 
administration of the affairs of tho Provinco. 
That the Government did not exalt tho 
heroic conduct of tho Kennedys into the 
magnitude of a cause celebre is to bo deeply 
deplored. It is even .more to be deplored 
that they should have been made to suffer 
iu cjueor hiding places for the contributions 
to their editorial columns by a member of 
Parliament, or, if thut wero unavoidable, 
that tho latter, through innate modesty and 
lack of self-assertion, could not, with them, 
have sharod at least prospectively tho 
crown of martyrdom which, to tho present, 
has most vexatiously eluded their grasp. 



in the United States for its inhabitants. 
There are hundreds of thousands in it with- 
out employment, and there are many thous- 
ands iu all parts of tho Union in a starving 
condition. Could the Americans, if Can- 
ada were annexed to their country, make 
Canadians in any respect better olf than 
they are themselves '! 

Canadians see what is going on in tho 
country BOUth of them, and thoy are very 
far indeed from envying their neighbors. If 
they mako "wry faces" when they look 
across the line, tho wryness is the express- 
ion of sorrow for tho millions thoy see suf- 
fering from a combination of ills. Canadians 
aro not rolling in riches and they are not loll- 
ing in the lap of luxury, it is true, but 
they have comparatively few poor among 
them. The law is respected in their coun- 
try, they have hud no experience of Judge 
Lynch, and they are not postered with u 
million or moro of political cranks. It is 
quite a mistuke to suppose that Canadians 
desire to becomo citizens of tho United 
States. They have a country of their own 
which they are learning to appreciate more 
and moro highly as time advances ; they 
have eompleto control of their own affairs, 
and they form a peaceable, orderly com- 
monwealth which is progressing as rapidly 
and us healthily aa any other under tho sun, 
not excepting tho republic of tho United 
States of America. 



SING ULA R FA NA TIC ISM. 

It seems to be impossible to account for 
the vagaries of religious belief. There are 
persona, and persons of intelligence too, 
who believo what appears to tho majority of 
people to be the most absurd doctrines, and 
who carry out those doctrines into their 
practice. There is a sect in Portland, Ore- 
gon, who believe in starvation. They con- 
sider it their duty to fast to the extreme 
limit of human endurance. Their fasting is 
no sham. They do not allow food to pass 
their lips for days, and some of tho votaries 
are so strict that they are mere walking 
skeletons. Ono deluded woman lately actu- 
ally starved herself to death. She, some 
timo ago, fasted forty diys, and did not 
soem to bo much tho worao in health for her 
extraordinary abstinence from food. After 
some little timo she considered it her duty 
to fast again. Hor system, weakened no 
doubt, by tho previous fast, broko down 
beforo tho allotted timo had expired und 
the poor creature died. She was very much 
emaciated, and there was very little blood 
in her system. There was no doubt that 
she had died of inanition. A Ml. Norris, a 
member of the same sect, at the coroner's 
inquest said that ono of his fasts lasted 
twenty-six days. The leader of these very 
peculiar people is a Mrs. Williams. Tho 
extreme prominence given to fasting is the 
only peculiarity of their creed. They say 
that Christ fasted, and that in this matter, 
as well aa in others, they should imitate 
Him. Liko the Christian scientists, they 
do not beliovo in doctors or medicine, and 
they have no ubo for clergymen. Mrs. 
Williams has boon accused of starving a 
child alio has adopted. But she denies this, 
and declarea that children are not required 
to fast. Thero can bo no doubt that these 
deluded poople aro very much in earnest, 
for the man or woman who, in the perform- 
ance of what he or she considers duty, can 
voluntarily abstain from food until ho or sho 
is at death's door, cannot bo a hypocrite. 
There is ono consolation, however, and that 
is, the sect ia not likely ever to bo a very 
largo one, for with most people tho demands 
of appetite are so imperious that they must 
ho obeyed. Hunger is sure, in tho very 
large majority of people, to bo stronger than 
fanaticism. 

VERY FAR ASTRAY. 

Tho New York Sun seems to hold a 
brief against Canada. It uovor by any 
chance loses an opportunity of disparaging 
this country and of trying to show how 
much better off it would bo if it were part 
and parcel of tho United States. It choso 
to say, not long ago, that the Montreal Gaz 
otto had assorted that Canada is a poor 
country. Tho Gazette hud suid nothing of 
tho kind, but a triflo like that was not 
allowed to stand in tho way of tho Sun's 
giving Canadians a littlo lecture. It made 
the falsehood of ita own invention tho text 
of tho following short sermon : 

Its (Canada's) poverty is voluntary. It is 
tho result of Canada's folly und conceit. 
Riches and power aro within Canada's 
reach. Tho poverty of Canada would bo 
exchanged for wealth by union with tho 
United States. By this union Canada would 
obtain an inheritance worth tens of millions 
of dollars every year. If theso Canudiuns 
choose to liva in poverty, they should bear 
its ills without a groan and never ask for 
pity, never beg for favors, never try to get 
hold of tho money earned by other people, 
never wear wry faces when thoy look across 
tho line. 

Thero aro very fow Canadians simple 
enough to believe such stuff as this. Any 
Canadian who possesses the slightost dogrco 
of intelligence asks bow can union with the 
Unitod States mako Canada wonlthy ? If 
Canada wero part of tho United States to- 
morrow its soil would bo no richer than it ia 
at prosent, and its resources would not be 
moro numerous and moro valuable than thoy 
now aro. Its peoplo would not bo cither 
moro virtuous or more industrious, and they 
would not bo moro profitably employed.

A TWO-SIDED QUESTION. 

The partisans who supply tho Americans 
ith news from the other side of the 
Atlantic are trying their best to convince 
Canadians und United States citizens that 
tho Lords are attempting to modify the Em- 
ployers Liability Bill in ouch u way us to 
injure the prospects of the workingmen of 
tho Kingdom. But this is not the fact. 
Tho change which they propoae huB been 
asked for by a largo body of Bomo of the 
best workingmen in the country. The 
representatives of no fewer than one 
hundred thousand workingmen waited upon 
Lord Salisbury two or three weeks ago to 
request him to use hia influence lo have tho 
bill ho altered that employes, when they 
believed it to bo in thoir interest to re- 
main us they are, would be able to contract 
outside the Act. These men are connected 
with provident insurance societies, or have 
agreements with railway and other com- 
panies from which they derive greater bene- 
fits than they could from any law that can 
bo enaoted. What these skilled workmen 
want is perfect freedom of contract. They 
do not wish to bo bound down by a cast 
iron statute which will prevent them mak- 
ing voluntary agreements with their cm- 
ployera, which they regard as better safe- 
guards for their own interests and thoao of 
their wives and children than tho bill which 
the Liberala require the Lorda to pass 
unaltered. 

lho question between the men who 
waited upon Lord Salisbury and their fel- 
low workmen, who support Mr. Gladstone's 
measure, ia a difficult one, and ono with 
respect to which honest men who have 
tho good of their class at heart can 
conscientiously differ. A largo proportion 
of tho workingmen of Great Britain bolieve 
that the law which compels all employers 
under certain conditions, to bo liublo for in- 
juries suffered by their employes while at 
work should be goneral in its operation, 
that it should bo obligatory on all employ- 
ers—that every contract made between 
masters and workmen must Ikj subject to its 
provisions. They ore ready to give what 
appear to them to bo good reasonB for tho 
Btaud they take. There aro other workmen 
who, as we have already indicated, contend 
that workmen and employers should bo free 
to contract without reference to the act — 
that if they can make un agreement which, 
in their opinion, puts them in a better posi- 
tion than they would bo under the law, they 
might bo frco to make such an agreement. 
It is, wo may aay in passing, rather aingular 
that it ia the Liberals who are advocates of 
a hard and fast law thut leaves nothing to 
any one's discretion und that it ia tho Con- 
servatives who are contending for freedom 
of contract. But peoplo on both sides of 
tho Atlantic aro becoming used to finding 
that the Liberals uro often, when it suits 
their purpose, tho reverso of liberal, that 
the title which they continue to use is a 
glaring misnomer. 

The reader who studies thia subject — und 
it is well worth studying— will find that tho 
course pursued by tho Conservatives in this 
matter of the Employers Liability Bill is 
not against tho working classes. It will bo 
seen that tho workingmen themselves aro 
divided on the subject. We are not iu a 
position to stato what proportion of tho 
British working men aro for tho bill as it is 
and what proportion favors ita being 
amended so ub to permit greater freedom of 
contract, but it ia certuin that a largo num 
bor of tho moat intelligent of the work 
ing men take the Conservative view 
and aro on tho Conservative sido.

PILOTAGE MATTERS. 

Captain Gibson, of tho "Colorado," Not a 
Kicker— B. 0. Pilotage Charges 
Reasonable. 

Captain Gibson, who was in Victoria yes- 
terday and whoso vessel is now loading at 
tho Hastings mill, said that ho had no con- 
nection whatever with the meeting of ship 
captains at Vancouver, referred to in 
"Ancient Mariner's" letter. So far aa 
pilotage matters wero concerned, he had no 
fault whatever to find. In fact there was 
not a port in the world where cheaper 
pilotage could bo had than in British Colum- 
bia. A pilotage system to be efficient muat 
of necessity be compulsory ; otherwise the 
pilots would starve. Although always com- 
mander of an American ship, ho had como 
to British Columbia for tho past ten years, 
visiting Pugot Sound only once, and during 
all hia visits here be had taken a pilot and 
was perfectly willing to pay tho rates 
charged, and considered them most 
reasonable. There was ono branch of tho 
shipping service hero, however, he had to 
find fault with. That was tho manner in 
which the harbor master's office was ad- 
ministered. At every other port ho had 
ever sailed into, in paying harbor duos a 
copy of the harbor regulations waa handed 
to tho skipper. However, what lie par- 
ticularly found fault with waa the indignity 
ho waa subjected to last year in Esquinialt 
harbor, where his ship was moved from one 
anchorage to another, notwithstanding the 
fact that there was nothing in tho harbor 
regulations to show that ho waa out of place. 
Thia had forcibly coat his ship money, and 
he considered it a very outrageous proceed- 
ing altogether. Tho incident he had repre- 
sented to tho Dominion authorities at 
Ottawa, and he expected to receive a aatis- 
faotory explanation aa well as a return of 
his forced outlay.

Great Activity Freighting: — A JJiff 
Winter's Work Ahead— 
Value of Ore- 
Estimated Winter's Oatpnt— Some of 
the Prominent Mines Improve- 
ments Contemplated. 



KASLO, Dee. l'J. — (Special) — Since the 
sleighing soi. in there has been gro:it uc- 
tivity in the freighting of oro to thia city 
from the mines of the Kaslo-Slocau region. 
Tho shipments to American smelters (where 
tho whole product goes) liuvo amounted, 
during tho past two months, to 1,850,000 
lbs., or 025 tons. These figures uro shown 
by tho Customs house returns, and uro 
therefore, of course, accurate. Besides tho 
above amount, there are at, present nearly 
•150 tons awaiting shipment at the city 
wharves, which makes up a total of 1,375 
tons brought in so far this fall. 

The season, however, has jast begun, and 
tho trallie on tho eleigh road is increasing 
and very activo, for there ia a big winter's 
work ahead, Tho gross value per ton of 
tho above oro would probably average, in 
silver (120 oz at 70c.) £S1; and in lead (63 
per cent, at 2c. per lb. duty paid) $24j total, 
£10S per ton. Total gross value, 1,375 
tons, $148,500. 

Tho ore now being brought in is the pro- 
duct of thirteen mines, namely: tho Wash- 
ington, Noble Five, .Mountain Chief, Idaho, 
Wellington, Dardanelles, Freddy Loo, 
Noonday, Hiuo, Northern Belle, Lucky Jim, 
Antelope and Boulder. The four largest 
producers at present aro the three first 
mentioned above and the Slocan Star, tho 
latter taking out a large quantity of ore and 
storing it along tho lino of the railway in 
readiness to be brought in by rail when tho 
road is completed, early next summer. Tho 
Slocan Star is thought by many to be tho 
linest property, so far as a body of oro is 
concerned, in the district. Its proprietors 
aro wealthy men, and can afford to wait for 
returns on their output, a policy which in 
tho end will pay them well. With tho 
Kaalo and Slocan railway completed, they 
will be able to get their oro hauled in here 
for probably $.'1 or §4 per ton, whereas it 
would cost four or five times that amount to 
get it in by team. 

In conversation with Mr. George II. 
Hughes, proprietor of tho Mountain Chief 
mine (a grand property), your orrespoud- 
ent learned that it waa a reasonably sure 
calculation that 0,000 tons of oro will tind 
its way in hero beforo tho sleigh road 
breaks up in the spring. At the average 
gross value, given above, of $108 per ton, the 
total gross value of this winter's output 
would be JO-IS, 000, a very handsome aggre- 
gate far a camp bo young as this, and labor- 
ing under tho disadvantages always incident 
to pioneer enterprises. 

Several tiuo properties (among them the 
famous Payne group, Alamo, Sapphire, 
Franklin, Jackson, etc.) are being vigor- 
ously worked this winter, but it is work of 
development, with a view to more profitable 
operation next year. 

The whole mining industry in this district 
has b;en immensely stimulated by tho an- 
nouncement of tho Democratic tariff changes 
which will remove tho duty on silver-lead 
ores entering tho United States. This duty 
has amounted to lj cents per pound on the 
percentage of lead contained in tho ore. 
This percentage averages GO, or 1,200 lbs. 
to the ton. The duty, therefore, amounted 
to on average of $18 per ton, and the re- 
moval of it simply adds SIS to every ton of 
high grade ore mined in tho country. This 
is an enormous thing for the mining man 
and will far more than mako up fer the de- 
crease in the value of silver occasioned by 
the "slump" of last summer in tho price of 
the white metal. 

Of course it is possible that the free im- 
portation of lead into the States may have 
the effect of reducing tho price of the motal, 
but that has yet to 1>3 demonstrated. It ia 
Baid that the imports of lead from Mexico 
will be very large, and doubtleas they will, 
but tho lead market is elastic, and if lead 
becamo very plentiful it would be used for 
many purposes for which other materials 
are now provided. 

Tho feeling in commercial circles has 
become buoyant again, and the mer- 
chants look forward to a steady and 
lucrative winter's business. Tho strin- 
gency in money last summer and fall was 
undoubtedly very great, but the situation iu 
now vastly improved and a rosier prospect 
altogether is looming up. 

A meeting of citizens was held laat night 
to discuss the advisability of the city issu- 
ing debentures to raise money for public im- 
provements and for tho introduction of a 
system of water works, which latter ia 
very much required in ordor to induce in- 
surance companies to assume risks here. 
The feeling of tho meeting was decidedly in 
favor of the is3ue, but it is probable that ac- 
tion will be deferred till after the municipal 
electiona, which take place at the end of tho 
present month. A local company has been 
chartered to put in a water works system, 
and they are making an effort 
to float tho scheme. If they an 
Buccessful, the city will spend 
their funds on streeta and general improve- 
ments and allow the company to go ahead, 
but in any easo tho city is determined to 
havo a supply of water for fire and domestic 
purposes at aa early a dato us possible. 

The municipal elections aro now taking 
up a good share of public attention, lc 
seems probable that iho peraonnel of the 
present council will not be much altered. 
Our presentable and popular Mayor, Mr. 
R. F. Green, will be honored with anotqer 
term of oflice, provided he can be induced 
te accept. 

The steam tug Kaslo came to grief this 
morning, the towline of a barge she was 
towing having become entangled in her pro- 
peller. There waa a high wind at the time, 
and tho boat becoming unmanageable, alio 
drifted on to the rocks on tho point to the 
north of Kaslo bay. She lies pretty well up 
on the rocks, and her bottom ia badly dam- 
aged, but if the wind goea down to-night 
alio bhould bo got oil in fairly good Bhupfl, 
considering tho extreme danger in which 
Bhe is now placed. The Kaslo ia owned by 
Capt. Buchanan, brother of tho saw-mill 
man. 

The young people, and aomo of tho older 
onea, too, are pleasantly and profitably pass- 
ing uway a portion of their winter evenings 
by tho exorcises of a well-conducted literary 
society. 

Tho progress of work on tho Kaslo and 
Slocan railway ia very gratifying to citizens 
and minora generally. About eighty men 
uro now employed on tho clearing of right- 
of-way contracts, and tho construction of 
some aix bridgea between this city and Bear 
Lake will be begun in the course of a couple 
of weeks, Mr. D. J. Munn, of tho Kaslo 
und Slocan railway, waa in the city this 
week, and statod that tho company was 
shaping things to havo the grading begun an 
early ua possiblo in the spring, and hoped to 
sco tho railway fully completed and in run- 
ning order by tho end of July next. With 



thia result accomplished all tho public re- 
quirements will bo supplied, und Kaslo will 
be un extremely busy placo next year, Mr. 
Munn loaves for Westminster again to-mor- 
row. 

Our enterprising wharf company, in order 
to meot tho demand for Storage room for 
ore, has put in another deck in its wharf, 
and Kaslo now boasts ono of tho finest 
wharves in British Columbia. ; 

Since lust April there has been paid in 
ouscoms duties at. Kaalo, Nelson and Trail 
Creek over $80,000. About two-thirds of 
this waa for goods coming to thia port. 

A tirat ahipmout of 125 tonB of oro from 
the Silver King mine at Toud mountain ia 
being made to Swansea. It will go over tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard road via Spokane, 
and will bo moved eastward by the Great 
Northern railway. Tho freight rato from 
Spokane to Swansea ia $22 — mar vollously 
choup, when the distance is considered. 
Thirty or forty men aro now employed on 
tho Silver King, and it is hoped that this 
great property, on tho prospects of which 
the town of Nelson has been living for three 
or four yours, is now awakening into reul 
lifo. Everyone will bopo for the success of 
the initial shipment. Although the mino ia 
known as tho Silver King, its chief product 
ia copper. It will undoubtedly be a great 
producer. I'ity we hadn't tho smelters hero 
on the lake to reduce theso ores, instead of 
Bending them thousands of miles away for 
treatment. 

Tile Kaslo Sampling Works is now doing 
a tidy business. It has a capacity of fully 
200 tons per day. 



THE PEOPLE ITS OWN EMPLOYER, 

To TllK EDITOK : — Many suggestions have 
been made by correspondents in your valu- 
able paper for a radical change in Muni- 
cipal Government. I should like to draw 
your attention to one of the moat progres- 
sive ateps taken by tho London County 
Council, which has been the repudiation of 
the system of letting out contracts for public 
works to private individuals. Thia is a 
lino of policy atrictly in accord with tho 
theory that the people bhould bo its own 
employer. From a practical aspect the 
step has already been attended with splen- 
did results. Tho old contracting system 
waa ono of the most shameless features of 
the late uulamented system of local govern- 
ment in Loudon, England. It sheltered at 
once a mountain of fraud, jobbery, oorrupt- 
tiou and robbery of the ratepayers ; oppres- 
sion and sweating of the unfortunate laborer 
and artisan who actually pel formed tho work, 
and waa tho parent of scamped jerry built, 
und swindling work. The County Council 
early determined to do its own work, tind 
its own capital, machinery, and tools, and 
employ its own men. A properly organized 
works department was Bot on foot, with 
competent engineero, foremen and superin- 
tendents, and soveral undertakings of con- 
siderable magnitude were speedily put in 
hand. Of courae, thorn waa an unearthly 
howl from thoso who had been reaping a 
harvest of extravagances, and by cranks, 
impossibles, and ao forth. But what was 
tho result ? Every job tho Connoil has 
carried out has ehowu results which ought 
to set Victorians thinking. Tho report of 
tho Main Drainage committee on October 17, 
lS'J.'i, on the construction of tho main sewer 
along, tho York Road, Lambeth, familiar to 
some in this city, a most important 
pieco of work, waa the first piece of drain- 
uge work carried out without tho interven- 
tion of a contractor, aud the efficiency and 
economy with which tho tusk has been ac- 
complished havo gained tho praiae of all. 
Tho Council's engineer estimated the job 
ought to bo done for £7,000, or $.'15,000, and 
tenders were obtained with tho object of 
ascertaining whether a private contractor 
could do the work more economically than 
tho Worka Department. Tho lowest tender 
received was nearly £12,000, or about $70, 
I 000, bo tho Council atarted in at thia new 
aud untried work. 

Boar in mind, Victoriana, that everything 
I waa novel to the Council. The Works De- 
| partment had to got special plant and en- 
| gage all necessary men ; nevertheless, when 
| the bills came in the wholo coat did 
not exceed £5,163, or about $2(3,000, 
and $-1-1,000 less thun the loweat tender, 
Think of it, Victorians ! Thia enormous 
! saving was not obtained by screwing down 
the wages of labor und grinding the fuce of 
the poor laborer us would probably have 
been the case had the private contractor 
stepped in. The full schedules of labor and 
houra of employment recognized by the 
council was paid and adopted ; there was 
no sweating und, what ia more, no scamped 
work. This ia the pructical testimony of 
.John Burns, who is not an ornamental coun- 
cillor but a good worker, who, in his capuc 
ity of committeeman, wus on the j >b fit » 
start to finish. 

Looking back instead of forward, a: 
residents and ratepayers of this city an 
we satisfied with the way hundreds und 
thousands of dollars have been Bpent on 
sewers. During the laat few years the Mc- 
liean contract is fresh in tho memory of the 
ratepayers und the urtful und cunning way 
in evading tho law. The imported food 
and, what is worHe, the imported labor, 
while hundreds of hands wanted shovela 
und picks right in this city. I am not sin 
gling Mr. Mofiean out ulono for condemna 
tion ; he ia but ono of many of the un 
scrupulous contractors who thrive to mnkt 
fortunes out of the overburdened taxpayers 
I venture to say if the city had done its 
own work, and found its own plant and lab 
or, the city would bo many thousand dollars 
richer to-day. What haa been beneficial to 
old London how much more so to a now 
city liko this, which requires millions of 
dollars to bring it to the standard of perfec- 
tion for years to come! We all 
know that Mayor Heaven ia opposed 
to Chinese labor in ahy shape or form. It 
is possible for the Muyor to move that tho 
city mako its own bricks, employ white 
labor, pay fair wages, and oight hours per 
day. Millions of bricks will bo wanted for 
the construction of now sowers, and money 
then would ba circulated right, hero insteac 
of going out of the country. Ono more mat 
tor and I must draw to a close. What ia 
wanted is good working aldermen, who will 
devoto their whole timo f )r the city'; 
benefit. Select, men well acquainted with 
tho city's requirements, und pay them a fair 
salary. Four hundred dollars is by no 
means enough for g'lod practical men who 
will say, not for me, but for the pood of 
Victoria I work. Galilka.

MELLO'S RETIREMENT. 

Tho Brazilian Minister ut Washington Ex- 
plains Why the Rebel Admiral 
Withdrew. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — Brazilian Minis- 
ter Mendonca yesterday gavo an interesting 
expose of tho significance of the retirement 
of Admiral Medio from the head of the revo- 
lution and the plaolng of Honor Dugama in 
tho front. "These revolutionary chiefs," 
ho auid, " held a meeting on November 7th, 
two months after Admiral Mello had begun 
his movement. At that time Scnor Dagama 
declined to ally himself openly with the 
insurgents, unless ho waa permitted to an- 
nounce that the revolution had forita object 
tho restoration of tho monarchy. Admiral 
Mello, however, felt that such a step would 
bo unwise, and refused to sanction it. Senor 
Dugamu told him to go ahead and conduct 
the light aa long as he could upon the lines 
that ho had laid down for himself at tho be- 
ginning. In tho meantime Senor Dagama 
would remain neutral und hold himself in 
reudiuess to change the. plan of campaign in 
accordance with hia suggestion, whenever 
Admiral Mello found himself at the end of 
hia resources. 

Thia came BOonor possibly than either of 
them had anticipated, for inside of the 
month Admiral Mello found it desirable to 
return from Rio on hia ahipB, turning tho 
command over to Sonor Dagama, who 
thereupon issued his famous pronunciamento 
iu favor of the monarchy. But ho will be no 
more successful than Admiral Mello waa. 
Notwithstanding tho fact that ho ia an 
abler man than Mello, Dagama haa steadily 
lost ground, having been compelled to aban- 
don two of tho islands in the harbor which 
were iu possession of tho insurgents when 
Admiral Mello took to tho high aeua. He 
haa completely failed ulso in creating the 
slightest disaffection among the military 
forces of the Republic, which in both tho 
regular and militia branches are loyally 
devoted to the present administration.

Tho light arrivals for the past thirty 
dayp, and tho email quantity that cau pos- 
sibly urrivo from Australia during the next 
sixty days, enables holders to maintain 
full ligurea. The markot generally is in 
an unsettled condition, os competition ia 
very sharp among the jobbers, who all 
appear solicitous to reduce their stockf>, 
fearing to have too much on hand lest it 
should in the near future prove a non- 
dutiable article. Is is generally believed 
that tho duty will bo taken olf, but there 
is much uncertainty as to the time 
selected tor its taking effect, which for 
tho moment embarrasses every one in 
the trado. The laBt time named bv 
the Ways and Means comn.ittee was 
June lat next. With this in view every 
wholesale dealer ia aiming to have as small 
a quantity as possible on hand of foreign 
bituminous coal when the change takes 
place. There will be strong opposition, 
however, from some interested aeetiona 
ugiiiuat changing tho present coal tariff.

Ho changed his mind yesterday 
in regard to "giving tho whole atory " to 
the public— acting under advice he said — 
and has not yet made tho statement which he 
expressed himself on Wednesday as anxious 
to present. Since the sentence of death was 
pronounced upon him, his longest conver- 
sations have been with Lizzie Bartleit, who 
was the first to receive from him tho 
acknowledgment that tho crimo was his. 
She was seen at hor hotel laat night, after 
her return from tho theatre and before tho 
arrival of the carriage which was to take 
her to tho steamer— all thu witnesses from 
Huntingdon return homo this morning. Hot- 
narration of what Stroebel told her, sand 
wiohed in with gossip of the play, ia as 
below : 

" When I went to seo him Wednesday 
morning," alio explained, "I said, 'Al.,1 
want to ask you what about this, and I 
want you to tell mo straight — was it you 
did it?' He didn't aay anything for a 
second, and then he Bays : 1 Yes, I'm guilty 
all right.' Then he went on and told me 
about it. It, was about eight o'clock or 
half-past and they was sitting at the tablo 
and got quarrelling over me. Al. Bjys 
Marshall culled mo a vile name, and he 
couldn't stand it from no man. I 
aay a to him, ' You should hove ; it would 
have been bettor to have got out and not had 
any fuss. ' ' Well,' ho aaya, ' that's not my 
stylo, I wouldn't tako it from no man.' 
Then Marshall threatened to kill him and 
threw a chair at him. Ho dodged it and 
then Marshall went out-doors and over to 
the woodpile and got tho axe. He was 
coming in with it when Al. gave him the 
first shot in tho forehead. Ho dropped 
almost against him, and Al. says 
ho didn't know lor sure whether 
ho was dead or not, so he turned the body 
over and gave him the other bullet— so us to 
jaake sure he wouldn't come to and tell, I 
supposo. Ho says hu was so mad ho didn't 
know what ho was doing. Then ho took 
the axe — Marshall got the cut on his nose 
by falling on it — and put it buck by tho 
woodpile, shut the door and camo homo. I 
don't seo how lio kept so cool when ho came 
homo. He kept his nerve right along and he 
novor shed ouo tear till ho was talking to 
mo Wednesday. I didn't ask him anything 
about the purso. I thought lio was telling 
the truth, becauso it wouldn't do him no 
good not to now." 

When the court met in tho morning A. 
G. Smith, deputy attorney-general, was in 
attendance aa tho representative of the 
Crown ; and Aulay Morrison and Thornton 
Fell, Stroebel's counsel during tho trial, 
occupied scats at tho solicitors' table, but 
being without wig and gown were not 
present ollicially. When tho formal busi- 
ness for which tho sitting had been colled 
was diaposed of Mr. Justice Walkem asked 
if there was not another matter to come up, 
which had been apoken of, 

Mr. Smith replied that Mr. Morrison had 
mentioned to him and asked him to state to 
the court that tho prisoner Stroebel had 
made a request to be allowed to appear and 
make a statement, and in accordance with 
the wishes of the counsel for the condemned 
man he now, on their behalf, formally made 
the request for an order for his appearance 
in court, say at 2, 30 p.m. 

His Lordship said ho had happened to 
hear beforehand of the intention to make 
thia application, and he had been thinking 
over tho matter. Tho former practice hud 
been to issue a writ of habeas corpus to 
bring a prisoner before the court for uny 
purpose — as a witness, for instance; but tho 
new practice was merely to is-nie an order. 
A judge never issued an order under cir- 
cumstances like the present, because a con- 
demned man could not be put into the box 
ua a Bworn witness, his oath being worth- 
less, as bis life was to terminate on a certain 
day, and there poultf consequently 1)0 no 
effective prosecution in case oi perjury. He 
had, however, jurisdiction to do an re- 
quested, and he would bo not at all over- 
stepping tho dutits of a judge in issuing, us 
he would, an order that the prisoner be in 
attendance at 2:3C o'clock. 

The court then adjourned until the time 
mentioned. 

When the court next mot, the room and 
gallery were densely crowded, the publica- 
tion in the morning of the statement made 
by Stroebel to the COLONIST on tho previous 
day having whetted the curioaPy of the 
public aa to the complete details he then 
promised to give in court. Tho prisoner 
when brought in was placed in the dock. 
He appeared to have loat a trifle of tho self- 
confidence displayed all through tho trial, 
and looked a bit worried. No counsel ap- 
peared for him, for though Mr. Morrison 
and Mr. Feli were in court they Bat with the 
public in the reserved seats inside tho rail. 
Nearly all the jury in tho caso were present, 
occupying their former Boats, as apeotutorH. 

Hia Lordship's first worda when ho took 
hia soat upon tho bench were, "Where is 
Mr. Morrison." 

Mr. Smith — I am informed, Your Lord- 
ship, that Mr. Morrison no longer appears, 

His Lordship said if the object now do- 
aired was that the prisoner should make a 
statement to him, ho must say that ho had 
no earthly power to receive it. Before the 
prisoner was sentenced ho was asked what 
he had to say. He gave hia answer, and 
said there was nothing more. That con- 
cluded llio matter bo far as His Lordship 
waa concerned, for once a judge had ren- 
dered judgment he was out of the caso. If 
the object wuh that ho should take judicial 
notice of tho statement which the prisoner 
desired to make, this would fail, as ho waa 
quite powerless to recoivo it. There was a 
proper quarter to which any statement 
made by the prisoner might bo addressed, 
but it must not bo by Hia Lordship that it 
should be transmitted to tho authorities at 
Ottawa, because they would properly say 
that the judge's duties woro over when ho 
pronounced sentence. He could not think 
for one moment of allowing tho prisoner to 
make hia explanation in tho absence of 
counsel, but rather would warn him not to 
do it — tho first tiling that a magistrate 
always doca when an ucousod person is 
brought before him. 

Mr. Smith remarked that when ho made 
tho application in the morning, he supposed 
that counsel intended to bo present. 

Hia Lordship continued that ho did not 
aay it would upsot tho case to hoar tho 
prisoner now, but only that it would Lo 



wrong to do so. Tho boy had admitted, 
though ho was not asked, that ho had a fair 
trial and ublo counsel. He gave hia nn- 
Hwera In eourt and said ho had nothing more 
to say. Now it appeared by the newspaper 
that ho wished to make another statement, 
which might be in hia favor or otherwise, 
i but just us Hia Lordship could nob put his 
pen to paper to report anything against the 
prisoner, so lie could not without exceeding 
his duty report anything now told in hia 
favor. He waa petting hia notes pre- 
pared to forward to Ottawa for I ho in- 
formation of tho Department of Justice, 
and if the Attorney-General or tho prison- 
er's counsel asked for a reprieve in order to 
allow time for the consideration of anything 
new that might transpire, ho would 
willingly grant it. If ho could bo of 
any assistance to tho prisoner now, and 
if ho had tho judicial power to do, bo ho 
would gladly lend his aid, but in tho pres- 
ent ease it was part of his duty not to hear 
him. In tho absence of com, sol ho might 
niuko statements most damaging to himself. 
Whatever explanation ho had to offer must 
be given to the authorities at Ottawa, who 
would deal with it in the most careful man- 
ner. 

The prisoner was then returned to tho 
Provincial jail in tho caro of the sheriff and 
an officer of tho provincial force. In conse- 
quence of a talk ho had with Mr. Morrison, 
after tho judgo'a remarks, ho decided not to 
make the promised full statement just now. 



DECLINES ASSISTANCE. 



Provisional Government Think That 
They Can Cope With Hawai- 
ian Hoyalists. 



Mr. Blair Introduces a Resolution in 
Congress to Inquire Fully Into 
the Revolution- 

Detroit, Dec. 21. — A special dispatch to 
the Tribune from Ann Arbor contains some 
interesting quotations from a letter written 
to Mrs. G. H. Mead, wife of one of the Ann 
Arbor university professors, by a member 
of tho family in Hawaii. Mra, Mead is a 
sister of Commissioner Castle, recently sent 
to Washington City with other repre- 
sentatives of the Hawaiian Provisional 
Government. Thia ia a quotation from the 
letter : 

"Mra. Willia told mo heraolf how over- 
whelmed with surprise they were at finding 
tho community here equal, if not far ahead 
of any city of ita size in America in culture, 
refinement, etc. 'Why, you have no idea,' 
said she, 'of the dense ignorance that exists 
in America in regard to theso islands. 1 
told Mr. Willis that Mrs. Dole was u lady 
who would grace the White House quite as 
well aa tho lady who now reigns there, or 
any other; that is saying a good deal.' Mr. 
Willis said aB much and more, showing how 
strongly he was impressed with tho charac- 
ter of the people in charge. Ho was leil to 
believo that a few low-class whites and 
beach combers had dono all this business of 
overturning the Queen's Government." 

Pout Tow.nsk.nd, Dec. 20. — " To » person 
acquainted with the real condition of affaira 
in Hawaii aB I am," said Captain R. D. 
Cutler of tho buikent.ino Klickitat, who 
brought the nowa to the United StateE, 
December 4, of Minister Willta' famous 
interview, wherein ho intimated that ex- 
Commissioner Blount had misrepresented 
important matters to President Cleveland, 
"Mr. Cleveland's message is positively re 
volting. lie has either been imposed upon 
by unscrupulous agents or else he has ahan 
doned every American principle that has 
characterized these United States in the last 
101) years. The correspondence as published 
from lilount and others affecting the change 
of government and tho action of Minister 
Stevens ia false, and tho fact ia apparent to 
every person cognizant with Hawaiian 
history. 

" Minister Stevens' action was consistent 
with American honor and integrity in every 
essential particular, and was a violent con- 
truat to the conduct of Blount, who not 
only affiliated with tho Queen's intimate 
friends, but distributed bis photographs 
around among the Royalists. If the people 
of the United States could but understand 
the character of the men in whom the Queen 
nut her trust and confidence a rapid change 
of feeling akin to that of disgust toward tho 
policy of tho administration would ensue. 
Tho Democrats kick about the insolence of 
negroea in tho South. I wish they could 
have a few years' experience in Hawaii 
governed by an unchaste Queen und an un- 
principled ea-ulnet. 

Los AN0ELE3, Deo. 2l.— Replying to the 
offer of a company which was organized 
horo to go to Honolulu and light for tin- 
Provisional Government, President Dole de- 
clines the proffered assistance, and says : 
" With the present forces we feel we can 
successfully meet and overcome any attempt 
of the people here to> restore the monarchy, 
and under the circumstances we would not 
feel justified in seeking physical assistance 
from without." 

"Washington, Dec 21. — The resolution 

introduced in the House to-day by Mr. 
Bluir (Rep., N.U.,) instruots tho committee 
on foreign affairs to inquire fully into tho 
circumstances of the late revolution in the 
government of the Hawaiian islands and 
the connection our government and its of- 
ficials had in tho matter, especially aa to 
tho charges of the President made in his 
message to Congress concerning tho actions 
of Captain Willia and Minister Stevens. If 
found noceasary, in the judgment of the 
committee, to make the investigation in the 
Hawaiian Islands thoy are to apply to tho 
Hotiso for authority lo go there. A pre 
amble to the resolution reviews statements 
recently made regarding Hawaii, and quotes 
that section of tho President's mes- 
sage, in which he says he be- 
lieves that a candid and thorough 
examination into tho facia will force tho 
conviction that tho Provisional Government 
owes its existence to an armed invasion by 
the United Statea. The honor and welfare 
of the people of the United Slates, and the 
prudence and voracity of high officials the 
preamble sayB, in conclusion, are called into 
question. 

ICE SHOVE AT MONTREAL. 

The Ice In the River Breaks Up and the Klvcr 
Rises Kapidly.l 

Montreal, Dec. 21. — (Special) — There 
was a big ico-aliDVo laat night. Tho water 
at tho pumping station took a Bndden jump 
about 10. '10 laat night. From 12 above 
river datum it went up to 10J feot. The 
gatea hud to bo shut and pumping commenc- 
ed at 12J feot, Tho intimation that tho 
water had risen was first, announced by tho 
automatic bell at the Craig street pumping 
works, where steam was already up, 
ready to begin. At Hoehcluga the Hudon 
cotton mills furnace room was Hooded and 
work had to ho stopped. At Milla atreot the 
rise was from 12 to 17 feot. Here they 
began to pump ut 15 feot. The water is now

CLEARING FOE ACTION. 



Vessels Ordered by Brazilian Govern- 
ment to Make Way for the 
Great Guns. 

American Merchantmen Protest Against 
Being- Hindered From Landing 
Their Cargo at Rio. 

Rio Janeiro, Hoc. 21. — (Speoial) — Mer- 
chant vessels plying at tho regular anchor- 
ago for trading vessels between Cobras and 
Bnexado islunda havo been aaked by the 
Government to leave the vicinity, so that 
tho Government foreo may fire on tho in- 
surgents who are in poasession of tho ialands 
without running tho riok of striking the 
merchantmen. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — A cable message 
from eight commanders of American mer- 
chantmen at present anchored in the harbor 
of Rio Janeiro, protesting against alleged 
interference with thoir rights by the 
insurgents, was received by Secretary 
Gresham, yesterday, und by him sent lo 
Secretary Herbert, ns it concerned the 
authority of the war vessels of the United 
States. The merchants contended that they 
wore prevented by the constant firing 
between tho insurgent and Government 
forces from landing their cargoes at the 
Custom house, although the regular Govern- 
ment had given them permission to do so, 
and they asked that tho commanders of the 
American cruisers be instructed to see that 
they were not debarred from this privilege. 
Secretary Herbert has decided that he has 
no authority to instruct Captain Picking in 
tho premises, und thut attempts to land 
cargoes from American ships by means of 
lighters or otherwise muat be made at the 
risk of the commanders, notwithstanding 
that these privileges arc secured for tho 
British and German vessels.
